The Public Service Commission at Jef- 
ferson City today, according to a dis- 
patch to the Post-Dispatch, received a 
communication from Speyer & Co. and 
Sellgman & Co., the New York banking 
houses interested in the Frisco reor- 
eanization, in which the motion for a 
rehearing of the bankers’ reorganization 
plan was withdrawn. The communica- 

tion stated that a new plan would be 
submitted immediately. 

A modified plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Frisco was presented to the 
commission yesterday by Festus J. 
Wade of St. Louis, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. After hearing today 


from the New York bankers, some mem- 
bers of the commission thought that 
possibly the Wade plan was ‘the new 
plan to which the bankers referred. 

Wade told a reportcr today, how- 
ever, that his plan had no connection 
with that of the Speyer and Seliginan 
interests. They repiesented the bond- 
holders, he said, while nie represents 
stockholders. 

Te Have Twe Plans. 

This means that the commission will 
soon have two plans before it—the new 
plan of the Spever-Seligman group of 
bankers, representing bondholders’ in- 
terests, and the Wale plar, in beralf 
of stockholders. 

The first plan submitted was that of 
the New York bunl« rs, and the ccinmis- 
sion, before approving this plan, mended 
it m so many particulars that it was nc 
longer acceptable to its authors. The 
motion for a rehearing followed, and 
this motion has now been withdrawn. 

Wade's plan provides for a voting 
trust of seven trustees, four of whom 
shall. represent the stockholders. The 
bankers’ plan allowed the stockholders 
only two representatives, to five for the 
bond holders. Wade's plan also permits 
the trustees to be parties to any con- 
tract made with the road, exactly as ‘f 
they were not trustees. 

It is provided, in the Wade plan, that 
vacancies in the voting trust shall be 
filled in two different ways. If the 


_ trusteeship of James Speyer or Freder- 


ick Strauss, the latter representing Se- 
ligman & Co., becomes vacant, a suc- 
cessor is to be chosen by his banking 
firm. If any other vacancy occurs, it 
shall be filled by a two-thirds vote of 
the trustees. As the number would in 
that case be six, the four representatives 
of the stockholders would constitute the 
two-thirds necessary to fill the vacancy. 
Changes in Proposed Trustees. 

The voting trust proposed in the Wade 
plan ecnsists of Speyer, Strauss, Freder- 
ick W. Allen, Charles H. Sabin, Eugene 
V. R. Thayer, James W. Lusk and 
Wade. This is the same as the trust 
proposed by the New York bankers, ex- 
cept for two names. The bankers’ list 
includes the names of Seward Prosser 
and George W. Davidson, and the Wade 
plan substitutes Thayer, a member of 
the Stockholders’ Committee, and Lusk, 
one of the present receivers, for Prosser 
and Davidson.

MORGAN GIVES , NOTICE 


Says Financiers. Would Take 
European-Held Américan 
Stocks or Bonds.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—J. P. Morgan 
is in Europe to tell the British Govern- 
ment and British bankers that Ameri- 
can bankers stand ready to take the of- 
ferings of European-held Americans, 
but would not participate in another 
loan or credit to England or France— 
unless the loan were made with Ameri- 
can securities as collateral—until the 
$500,000,000 Anglo-French loafi was ab- 

sorbed by the investment public. 

That is the gist of information offi- 
olally given out by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
today. 

This information carried the explana- 
tion that the time of assimilation cf tine 
$500,000,000 ioan has not only not yet ar- 
rived, but is not clearly in sight: 

Made a Stipulation. 

It was a stipulation of that bargain. 
it was explained, that no new loan 
should be negotiated here until the 
American bankers undertaking the biz 
loan were willing to have more féreigh 
securities placed on the American mar- 
ket. 

It was further «xplained that not all 
the money realized by France and En- 
gland on the $500,000,000 loan had been 
taken. 
as was reported in cablegrams from 
London, for England to place large 
blocks of Atnerican securities in this 
market precipitately. With this ex- 
planation went the explicit statement 
that, while the stock market might be 
disinclined to absorb great offerings of 
American stocks, only 2 per cent of 
the securities received by J. P. Morgan 
& Co. from England in recent months 
have consisted of stocks. 

The bonds have been taken readily 
for middlemen have had little trouble 
in disposing of them to financial insti. 
tutions and private investors. 

The French have few Americar 
stocks left, it was added. The British 
have no large amount likely to come on 
the New York market.

Without exception, bankers disagreed 
with the complaint of Sir George Paisn 
of the London Statist that Germany had 
been unloading securities in this country 
and getting its pay through shipments 
of gold and commodities from this coun- 
try to Hollard. In one of the big down- 
town institutions in which Ambassador 
von Lernstorff and Fiscal Agent Hein- 
rich F. Albert had their largest deposits, 
it was said that the Deutsche Bank, cor- 
respondent of these institutions, had 
notified Germans to dispose of their 
Americans even before the war started.

The President repuled laughingly to «a 
remark regarding his excellent physical 
condition and good spirits, refuting ru 
mors of his. ill health. Discussing his 
enthronement, he said: 

„Although a date in February ws 
sanctioned, the erithronement could not 
take place before the Yunnafh rebellion, 
which necessitated military operations. 
Therefore, it was decided, with sad- 
dened hearts, to postpone it.“ 

The President said the drafting of « 
new Constitution would begin within a 
few days. When finished, the constitu- 
tion will go oefore a national cunver- 
tion for suggestions. He did not predict 
the date of promulgation of the co>s‘i- 
tution. Discussing its nature, he said: 

We shall adopt from all countries 
the provisions best suited to China, 
without leaning toward any foreign eon- 
stitution.“ 

Yuan Shi Kai had this to say regard 
ing recognition of the monarchy: 

“T cannot tell what Governments will 
or will not delay. Each, will recognize 
the monarchy according to .circum- 
stances.’ 

Regarding China's position as effected 
by the war, the President said: | 

“China has made every effort to main-} 
tuin strict neutrality. The Chinese? 
Government is not aware that the en- 
tente Powers or the other belligerents 
have made any substantial charges 
against us for not having ~ donéWso.. 
China will remain on friendly terms 
with all the treaty Powers.” 

Yuan Shi Kal then reverted to the in- 
surrection.

W. U. Medical Staff Approves 
Treatment After Experiments 
With 100 Patients. 


Barnes Hospital, after 12 mnths’ ex- 
periments, conducted by the Washington 
University medical staff, has concluded 
“twilight sleep.“ is, thus far. the best 
method of safely reducing the pain of 
childbirth.. As a result the hospital, 
which is one of the largest in the Unit- 
ed States, is administering twilight 
sleep in suitable cases as part of the 
established practice of the institution. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter today 
learned, from an authoritative source, 
that more than 100 successful twilight 
Sleep cases have been handled by the 
university’s medical staff. 

The use of the twilight sleep’’ meth- 
od is determined by the judgment of 
the medical staff and not by the wishes 
of the patient. If the conclusion is 
reached that the treatment is best for 
a particular case, it is used. If the 
treatment is not suitable the wish of the 
patient for twilight sleep is not grati- 
fied. Members of the university staff 
under 
suitable conditions, in the homes of pa- 
tients. 

Washington University continued its 
experiments with twilight sleep, regard- 
less of the fact that the method was | 
condemned and abandoned as early as 
last March by several hospitals and by 
stirgeons. Those who advocate the meth- 
od attribute failure, where ſt has been 
@ failure, to unskilled doctors, lack of 
hospital facilities, incorrect dosage and 
a disinclination on the part of the doc- 
tors to take the trouble to administer 
the treatment properly. 

Among the hospitals which abandoned 
fwilight sleep were Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital at Baltimore, where results were 
not satisfactory; the Polytechnic Med- 
ical School and Bellevue Hospital in

Statement of Dr. Schwarz. 
A current issue of a medical journal

This statement was prepared 
by Dr. Otto H. Schwarz, whose father, 
Dr. Henry Schwarz, is professor of ob- 
stetries at Washington University. It 
Was said today at the university that the 
report was an accurate presentation of 
conditions, as they still exist, after a 
year’s further experiments. 

“The remarkable campaign in the in- 
terest of twilight sleep, which was start- 
ed about a year ago (1914), has forced 
obstetricians of the United States to

respiration in animal.experiment as a 
foundation for the clinical work. 

The necessary experiments were 
conducted in the pharmacologic labora- 
tories under the constant supervision 
of Dr. Jackson. 

„Scopolamin, it was found, Ras in 
moderately large doses practically no 
infivence on heart and respiration; its 
Wellkknown paralyzing influence on 
peripheral nerve endings can be demon- 
strated by its action on the endings of 
the vagi in the bronchioles and on the 
inhibitory terminais of thé vagi in the 
heart. 

‘“Narcophin, like other opium al- 
kaloids, affects respiration in two 
ways, namely, by acting on the respira- 
tory center and by acting directly on 
the muscle fibers of the bronchioles 
producting bronchio-constriction. 

Influence on Respiration. 

„We were able to show that the influ- 
ence of narcophin on respiration, al- 
though well marked, is considerably less 
than that of morphin, narcotin and oth- 
er opium alkaloids. 

“From these experiments it appears 
evident that the use of scopolaniin for 
the induction of twilight sleep is com. 
paratively safe, but that the use of 
narcophin of morphin requires 
watching and is responsible for the ill 
effects on babies so often described ‘a 
recent literature. 

“This consideration is guiding us in 
our clinical work; the routine schedule 
of Siegel, which we had followed in the 
first cases, was discarded on account of 
the repeated doses of narcophin, and 


od of Gauss in every detall. 

Our clinical experience is Umited to 
14 cases, 10 of which were primipare. 

In 11 cases the result for the mother 
was perfect: the remaining three cases 
showed considerable analgesia but am- 
nesia was absent or imperfect. 

“Of the babies, nine were in perfect 
condition at the moment of birth; tour 


showed oligopena or apnea, lasting from 


ene to five minutes; one child was as- 
phyxiated and required artificial respira- 
tion for five minutes. The condition of 
the babies was in no case alarming. 

“In these and other cases about ten 
drops of chloroform were sufficient to 
completely anesthetize the patient. Sco- 
polamin-narcophin is no contraindoca- 
tion for giving a general anesthetic, but 
the synergetic action of these drugs and 
the anesthétic must be taken into ac. 
count. 

„House staff and nurses have now 
learned to protect the patient against 
various disturbing influences which 
might rouse her from her sleep and give 
rise to “isles of memory“ which might 
inter fer with successful twilight sleep; 
the ears are plugged with cotton soaked 
in oll; the eyes are covered with a 
cloth: loud conversation and all un- 
necessary noises are avoided; in most 
cases a few drops of chloroform are 
given during the passage of. the head, 
for the twilight sleep is not supposed 
to be deep enough to cover the more 
acute pain at this time. Our results, so 
far, have been so encouraging that the 
department is ready to administer twi- 
light sleep in every suitable case pro- 
vided the patient does not object. 

“Since it takes from one and a half 
to two hours for the drugs to develop 
their full action. cases which presum- 
ably will terminate in a shorter time are 
not suitable; with this one exception—all 
cases active in labor, with strong con- 
tractions occurring every five or six 
minutes in which the patient suffers 
pain, are entitled to the comfort of 
twilight sleep.“ 

Cases in City Hospital. 

The same issue of the medical jour- 
nal contains a report on 18 twilight sleep 
cases Conducted at the St. Louis City 
Hospital by Dr. George Gelihorn and 
Dr. William Kerwin.

a high-water mark in both, the domestic trade volume was more than 
100 times greater, according to compilation by people regarded as qualified 


to speak with authority. 


It was only last fall that foreign shipments of goods by this country 
totaling $10,000,000 for a single day attracted attention as a wonderful 
showing. At the same time, according to the calculations quoted, the daily 
volume of domestic commerce was averaging approximately 81,500,000, 000. 
The factors taken into account in preparing the estimate of home business 
were bank clearings, value of manufactured and agricultural products and 
the volume of wholesale and retail trade. 


Having an established and wel! forti- 
fied place in domestic trade, which is 
being steadily. enlarged and strengtk- 
ened, St. Louis is applying much of her 
enterprise and sagacity to extension of 
her foreign commerce interests. The 
volume of her business with foreign 
countries is already measured in hun- 


cent feel that he or she is part of tic 
bank. 
Progressive Liquor Interests. 

To none of the hundreds of enter- 
prises which have contributed to the up- 
building of this city’s business fame does 
greater credit attach than to its liquor 
interests, nor does any respond with 


dreds of millions annually. The disrup- 
tion of business connections between the 
warring countries themselves and be- 
tween them and neutral countries means 
largely enhanced opportunity for the 
United States to dominate the world 


trade in future for so long a period as: 


the methods employed give warrant for 
that control. 


After-the-War Conditions. 

Just what conditions are to prevail at 
once following conclusion of the war is 
purely a matter of conjecture. Europe 
will, of course, be no longer in the mar- 
ket for war munitions, but there is 
likely to be in the stead of that demand 
a tremendous call for steel, lumber, ma- 
chinery and complete industrial plants, 
along with food supplies in greater than 
normal quantities for awhile. Neverthe- 
less, it is realized that, sooner or later, 
Europe must get down to a basis of 
rigid economy in her imports, and will 
be in poor position to conduct a heavy 
export business, at least for a few years. 
Therein lies ‘he opening for this country 
to obtain mastery of the world’s trade 
Whatever economies Europe must 
practice for years to come after her dis- 
astrous struggle, it need not be expect- 
ed that there will be economy of effort 
te regain her export business. Those 
endeavors will be world-wide and every 
medium and method that contains a 
reasonable suggestion of merit will find 
ready adoption. That suggests a most 
inviting chance for St. Louis to become 
the site of this centralized effort. It 
makes practicable what formerly was, 
perhaps, only possible, the establish- 
ment here of a real international expo- 
sition, where the best that each nation 
has to display to advantage will be cen- 
tered, demonstrated and otherwise made 
plain. It would be adopted as among 
the most vitalizing forces in the great 
and imperative work of rehabilitation. 


St. Louis World's Best Site. 


There will be no serious controversy 
over the eligibility of St. Louis as the 
heme of such an Institution as against 
other American centers of industry, 
commerce and finance. Europe is not to 
be considered in that respect. Whatever 
might develope in the direction of con- 
troversy could be effectively taken care 
of as it arose. The important point is 
to take up the undertaking at once, and 
with a spirit and purpose to ignore dis- 
couragements and overcome tangible 
obstacles. If a dozen years be consumed 
in arriving at compietion of the enter- 
prise, it would be a dozen of the finest 
years in the history of St. Louis. The 
construction from the outset would be 
with a view to permanence, and with 
this expense out of the way the immedi- 
ate profits for dividends would begin 
io result, for maintenance, extensions, 
etc., would be comparatively light, while 
attendance, under full-year provisions, 
might be reasonably expected to con- 
stantly expand. In respect to per- 
manence and continuous operation, such 
ar enterprise would be on a wholly dif- 
ferent and better basis than the most 
notable among expositions heretofore 
held, that in St. T.ouis in 1904. Domestic 
co-operation can hardly be doubted.

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UN- AMERICAN; UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

The legal argument of Warren McGinnis, rep- 
resenting the United Welfare Association, in 
support of the pending segregation ordinance had 
two manifest weaknesses. 

The decisions of Supreme Judges from which 
he quoted did not touch the segregation issue 
and the decisions touching the segregation issue 
were from lower courts. 

The decisions of the Supreme Courts of Mis- 
souri, Louisiana and Pennsylvania related wholly 
to separate schools and railway accommodations. 
They did not touch the discrimination against 
citizens of negro blood by herding them in negro 
“ghettos,” nor the constitutional right to “own, 
enjoy and dispose of property.” 

Laws enforcing separate schools or cars provide 
equal, not identical, privileges, but do not vio- 
late property rights or freedom of citizens to en- 
joy property and to live where they will. Whether 
the policy is right or wrong, it does not violate 
the principle of legal equality. 

The Baltimore ordinance, about which so much 
has been written, has never been tested in court. 
The ordinance that preceded it was knocked out 
on the one point that it,ignored all vested rights 
which existed at the time of its passage. The 
Baltimore ordinance was amended to meet this 
objection and the proposed St. Louis ordinance 
is in accord with the amended Baltimore ordi- 
nance, but there is no assurance that either 
would stand the court test. All property rights 
are not included in vested rights at the time 
of the passage of the ordinance. .There is no 
ground for the opinion that a municipal legisla- 
ture has the power to deal with any phase of 
property or citizenship rights. 

The decision of the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
on the Louisville segregation ordinance, as 
quoted by Mr. McGinnis, is directly contrary to 
decisions of the Supreme Courts of North Caro- 
Iina and Georgia, significant on account of lo- 
cation. Both courts declared segregation ordi- 
nances invalid because they violated the right 
to own, acquire, enjoy and dispose of property. 
The Georgia court quoted the opinion of the North 
Carolina court on this point and said this was 
not a right conferred by the Constitution, but was 
a natural right. It distinguished between cases 
concerning the administration of schools, the 
operation of cars where it had been held that 
race differences were a proper basis for classifica- 
tion and segregation laws affecting constitu- 
tional property right. It declared the police pow- 
er is limited by that right. 

The decision of the North Carolina Supreme 
Court sweepingly condemned ordinances designed 
to segregate white and colored persons in certain 
blocks or sections of cities. It held that the 
general authority to enact ordinances for the 
general welfare does not justify such an ordi- 
nance. The exereise of this power might result 
in an ordinance requiring Republicans to live on 
one street and Democrats on another; Protestants 
in one place and Catholics in another; persons of 
German origin in one section and those of Irish 
descent in another. It likened segregation to the 
Irish Pale, the restrictions on the Jews in Rus- 
sia and the Jewish Ghetto in the Middle Ages.

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EDUCATED BLIND YOUTHS NEED WORK. 

Mrs. M. W. Huyette, a member of the United 
Workers for the Blind of Missouri, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that, after being educated at the 
Missouri School for the Blind, young men are 
permitted to go out into the world without any 
provision for employment. With their terrible 
handicap they must go forth to compete with the 
thousands of youths who have eyesizht for work 
which is to be had—a condition which may gause 
them to despair. 

The problem of the blind in Missouri is far 
from a solution. In 1914 an amendment to the 
State Constitution that would have permitted a 
pension law to be passed was defeated. In the 


rer same year the State Legislature passed a law 


creating a commission, one of the objects of 
which was to provide for an employment bureau 
for the blind. Nothing seems to have come of it. 
At the next session of-the Legislature a com- 
prehensive law should be passed, making pro- 
vision for the crippled and the blind, so that 


those who can may be made self-supporting and

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INDISCRIMINATE BANDITRY.

Newspaper ethics was discussed yes- 
terday morning at the public forum of 
the Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church by Dr. James Melvin Lee, di- 
rector of the department of journalism 
of New York University. 

“We may not like the use of display 
headlines in the newspapers,” said. Dr. 
Lee, “but we are not in a position to 
say that the papers that use them are 
not accomplishing as much good as the 
conservative papers. 
as with men, is largely a personal mat- 
ter. The newspaper should have the in- 
stincts of the gentleman. Gentlemen are 
mot exempt from wrong-doing, but they 
are always ready to make amends when 
they discover that they have done 
wrong. One sermon is preached by the 
papers ever day, and the sermon has
